To  meet  out  fast  growing 
requirement*  tbe  Finance  Committee  iB 
anxious  to  raise  a  larger  amount  by  steady 
annual  subscriptions  to  avoid  the  system  of 
obtaining  support  by  entertainments,  coa 
sidenug  them  to  be  a  weary  appeal  to  the 
public,  a  tax  on  its  patience  aud  generosity, 
alio  iuVulviug  ouerous  fatigue  and  anxiety 
on  tbe  srorkers  and  hr  ngiug  iu  bat  eomp<<r. 
stively  small  profits,  clear  of  expenses.  The 
Finance  Committee  feels  sure  that  in  tills 
rapidly  iucreasiug  town  there  are  hundreds, 
who  by  giving  a  moderate  sum,  will  mater¬ 
ially  assist  tbe  Hospital's  revenue;  the  com¬ 
mittee  wishes  to  secure  to  it  a  oertain  in¬ 
come,  one  on  which  it  oau  positively  count, 
so  that  the  Governors  oau  safely  feel  that 
expenses  can  be  met.  and  that  more  help 
cau  be  extended  to  tbe  sick. 

Therefore,  the  Fmauoe  Committee  has 
divided  the  townehip-i  to  which  tbe  Hospital 
looks  for  support  into  districts  ss  follows :

The  controversy  was  brought  about  by 
tlie  fact  that  a  number  of  pieces  of 
property  are  located  where  tbe  town, 
aliip  lines  should  be,  but  on  account  of 
tlie  doubt  as  to  whether  Franklin  or 
Bloomfield  is  entitled  to  the  taxes  levied 
the  property  owners  pay  nothing  in  the 
way  of  taxes. 

To  properly  define  the  lines  between 
the  townships  wilt  entail  an  expenditure 
of  about  $500.  That  amount  could  uefi 
he  collected  in  taxes  for  years,  as  the 
majority  of  the  property  is  common 
farm  and  wood  land.
